Fortunes in Oil 


ilarietta. 0., -May S—Another 


case or" the uncertainties of the 
oil business is demonstrated in the 
bankruptcy petition filed in fed- 
eral court at Columbus bv ATilliam 
E. Detlor of Marietta. " Mr. De- 
tlor for years 'has been one of the 
best known oil operator? in the 
West A'irginia and Sourh-eastei'ii 
Ohio fields, and at one time ivas 
one of the largest producers in 
these fields. 


After amassing a fortune he sold 


most of his holdings around Mari- 
etta and went west. 
He spent 


thousands of dollars trying to 
strike oil in Oklahoma, but with- 
out result. He now gives up the 
fight and besides losing a fortune 
estimated at from $150.000 to 
$200.000 he declares that he owes 
$23.990. which he is unable to pay 


Tlis assets amount to only $2.400 


and they are a half interest in 
notes which he reeened when he 
sold his Ohio holdings to go -west. 
Most of the accounts are due to 
supply companies in Oklahoma 
and Kansas, and of his entire lia- 
bilities less than $100 is due to r^si 
dents of Ohio.
